What other protection can the 
farmer have? We caution farmers to be

inspector is appointed at Brighton and anoth- 
erat Albany where the cattle are shipped. 
It will be necessary also to guard other points. 
The Cattle Commission will soon be at work. 

We learn also that twenty-three head of 
cattle have the disease in Wayland with sev- 
eral others in a herd not included in the 
above. These also like those in Dover and 
Mendon brought the disease from Brighton 
market. Unless purchasing and distributing 
cattle from that great central point is at once 
discontinued, we shall soon have it all over 
the State. 

We had hoped that an efficient commis- 
sion would have been appointed before this 
time and that a competent Inspector would 
be stationed at Brighton and another at Al- 
bany and other points. We know of no 
power to stop the spread of the disease till a 
commission is empowered to act. Meantime 
every farmer should exercise the utmost care 
to keep all animals that come through Brigh- 
ton from mingling with his cattle, and all 
men who may have handled diseased cattle 
from touching his own. 








THE AYRSHIRE COW. 


A writer in the last number of The Far- 
mer’s Magazine, describing an Ayrshire cow 
which he recently saw in the herd of a far- 
mer in the West of Scotiand, says her back 
is straight asa gun barrel, and her skin, 
without being ridiculously thin, is yet as soft 
and silky as the most ardent enthusiast could 
wish for, rising off the rib and filling the 
hand at the slightest touch. She calved on 
the 18th of October, and three weeks after, 
on the 8th of November, her measured pro- 
duct was fourteen Scotch pints which sold on 
the spot for 4d. pec pint, making the sum of 
is. Sd. as the amount realized by this cow’s 
milk inone day. That is over a dellana day 
ofour money. Pretty good product. 

The Scotch pint is about three times as 
capacious as ours we believe. It is 103.4 
cubic inches, while the English ale or beer 
pint, which we use, is 35 1-4 cubic inches, 
ard our wine measure, the same as the Eng- 
lish, is 28 7-8 cubic inches. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the yield of 
this prize cow was very large. She was not 
only very handsome but did a remarkably 
handsome thing for her owner. 

CAUTION TO FARMERS. 
We call special attention to the communi- 
cation of Dr. E. F. Thayer to be found in 
another column of the Ploughman. Every 
farmer must beware how he buys cattle from 
any source to put with his own, and how he 
allows any person who has been in contact 
with diseased cattle to approach so as to 
touch his cattle. 
It is going like wild fire all through this 
vicinity and cannot be otherwise. A loss of 
several hundred thousand dollars is inevita- 
ble, but if each farmer or owner of cattle will 
isolate his cattle perfectly, he may escape. 
it isless seriousthan pleuro-pneumonia be- 
cause far less cattle will die if properly taken 
care of ; perhaps not over two per cent. will 
perish, while in pleuro-pneumonia at least 
twenty-five per cent. would die, twenty-five 
per cent. be worse than dead, twenty-five per 
cent slightly affected, and the remainder 
eseape.

FARMING IN NEW HAMPSHIRE

‘T Was iif that section T have spent two 

days at Hanover, where our new Agricultu- 
ral College is located. 

The college building is one hundred by 


hundred and sixty acres. It is well adapted 
a variety of soils. Prof. Dimond will have the 
supervision of the various experiments that 
will be instituted and accurately carried 
through with a faithful, exact and systematic 
registration of every experiment. A series 
of such experiments will be carried on annu- 
ally, and the results made known to the 
farming public of our State, which will 
doubtless result in great good to our agri- 
cultural interes‘s. 

While at Hanover, I drove round one day 
in visiting many of the farmers in that town. 
Most of the farms in the vicinity of the Col- 
lege are large for this section of the State. 
The soil is of a fine texture with a fair pro- 
portion of clay. The land is free from stones, 
easily worked, and yields large crops of corn, 
grain and all other farm products usually 
cultivated in this section. The average yield, 
of both spring and winter wheat on many of 
these farms, taking a series of years, is 
scarcely exceeded by that of the best wheat 
growing farmers in Onondaga County, N. Y. 
While among these farmers, I obtained 
statements of the average number of bushels 
of wheat per acre, for a series of years in 
suceession. Asa Wright grew an average 
yield of twenty-two and three-fourths bush- 
els, from 1858 to 1869, eleven years. Town 
Farm from 1866 to 1869, average thirty-one 
bushels. A. P. Balch, average twenty-eight 
bushels for tour years. One acre of winter 
wheat gave a yield of forty-two and one- 
half bushels. E. fenny from three bushels 
sowing, grew one hundred ard twenty-six 
bushels ; C. C. Foster’s has averaged twenty- 
two and one-half bushels per acre. The past 
season, he harvested twenty-five bushels of 
superb winter wheat on one acre, which he 
was selling, when I was there, at two dollars 
and fifty cents per bushel, for the purpose 
of making into Graham bread for the use of 
dyspeptics. 

All the surplus market products of these 
farmers find ready cash sales at their doors. 
The students of Dartmouth college, and 
numerous other non-producing classes at 
Hanover, must all be fed; and the farmers 
there make ita specialty to supply these 
daily wants. Many of the farms have heen 
ander cultivation for nearly one hundred 
years, and still annually yield heavy crops, 
and under the present good system of cul- 
tivation they will hold out another hundred 
years and then be nearly as good as new. 
Nearly all the towns on the route from 
Concord to Hanover exhibit, in the eraction 
of numerous houses and other buildings for 
various uses, a degree of thrift and enter- 
prise that is truly gratifying to every one 
who takes an interest in the material pros- 
perity of the ‘“* Old Granite State.” 

Since my visit at Hanover, I have spent 
a few days in visiting some of the more 
prominent farmers of Merrimac county, and 
find they vary somewhat in their farm prac- 
tices, and in the disposal of their farm 
products. But in one material respect, they 
all agree, vis : that every year shall exhibit 
an increased fertility of their cultivated fields, 
and consequently, they harvest larger crops. 
Col. Capron, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
in his address at the Illinois State Fair, last 
September, told the farmers of that State— 
“ Your soil is wonderfully fertile. You may 
be disposed to consider it inexhaustible. It 
is an injurious, if not a fatal error. The 
eoffers of the most opulent treasury, con- 
stantly drawn upon, will eventually become 
empty. Statistics of production attest that, 
repeated crops of wheat on your best lends 
show rapid deterioration ; every crop taker 
from the soil, with no return, reduces the 
capacity of the farm for production in arith- 
metical ratio, and in its capacity for profit in 
geometrical ratio. Such a course may give 
you for a time a little more “ ready money,” 
but you are certainly robbing your heirs ; 
it is extremely easy to deplete your best soils; 
it is doubly difficult to renovate them; how 
difficult you can only realize after trial.” 

The cropping system practised on thou- 
sands of onee good and productive farms in 
many sections, without making adequate re- 
turns to the lands, in manure of some kind, 
tells the “ why and the wherefore” of aban- 
doned farms, and decreasing rural popula- 
tion in too many sections of New England. 
Forty years ago, but few farmers thought 
of looking beyond the limits of their barn- 
yards for manures. Barn cellars were few 
and far between. Guanos and superphos- 
phates were unknown to the great mass of 
our farmers, and labor saving machines, such 
as mowing and harvesting machines, had 
scarcely been dreamed of by the most san- 
guine. 

But all things relating to farm improve- 
ments have changed for the better, and 
enterprising farmers are taking advantage of 
these helps, and grow larger and better 
crops, with very much less manual labor and 
wear and tear of human musele. 

In my next number I will give the farm 
practices of individual farmers within my 
personal knowledge.

— Hickory nuts, walnuts, and hazelnuts 
are abundant throughout the timber land of 
Illinvis. 

— Hog cholera has made its appearance 
in Jersey county, Ill., killing a number of 
swine, and threatening to destroy more. 

— The Walworth County, Wis., Common- 
wealth reports the receipt of an ear of corn 
having 1,450 kernels. é 

— The Ontario (Canada West) Agricul- 
ral Society receives a Government Grant, 
annually of $10,000. 

— A farm near Belleville, lll., which has 
been cultivated for sixty years, produces one 
hundred bushels of corn to the acre. 

— At the recent Oregon State Fair a gen- 
tleman exhibited twenty-six head of Cots- 
wold sheep just imported from Engl ind. 
—In laying out a garden for fruit and 
vegetables place everything in drills or rows, 
so that they may be cultivated by a horse, 
and thus save the expense of hand labor. 

— A New York Cheese Factory has made, 
it is said, seventy-five large cheese for the 
English Christmas market. The average 
weight is about three hundred pounds each. 
— From 1,600 to 2,000 cheese boxes are 
manufactured weekly by a Sycamore, Ill., 
company. 

— The potato crop in Elkhart eounty, In- 
diana, was so complete a failure that farmers 
are importing their supplies from Michigan. 
— The cultivation of peanuts has been 
quite extensively in Minnesota the present 
year and with good success. 

— At the late Fair of Monroe county, 
Mich., a one year old heifer was shown that 
has given milk for three months. 

— A crop of eight hundred bushels of oats 
from a ten acre field, which has been under 
cultivation for twenty-three years, is from 
Washington Territory. 

— The Yipsilanti, “ich., Commercial notes 
that Mr. B. EK. Williams, of Rawsonville, 
raised five hundred bushels of splendid po- 
tatoes this year, which he is selling for $2.50 
per bushel. 

— A correspondent of Appleton’s Journal 
says the Shetland pony has powers propor- 
tionally greater than the enormous draught 
horses, and gives asa proof, that he will 
arry aman of one hundred pounds weight, 
for a long distance with apparent ease. 

— Milk varies as much in easeine or 
cheese-making quality as in cream. The 
best milk will ‘give a pound of cheese to 
eight pounds of milk—the poorest, a pound 
to twelve. The average is ten. ‘1his shows 
that factories ought to receive by the pound, 
not by the quart. 

— The Qhio Farmer names one-third as 
the amount of food saved by protecting ani- 
mals from cold storms, compared with the 
amount necessary to keep them in the same 
condition when exposed. 

— Fairfield county has been the greatest 
sheep growing district in Ohio. Now, how- 
ever, farmers are said te be losing their 
interest in sheep, and turning their attention 
to horses, cattle and hogs. 

— The beet sugar business prospers in 
California. That State has four hundred 
acres in beet, and a factory costing $20,000. 
— William Torr, of Aylesby, Linconshire, 
England, recently received for fourteen 
heifers and calves from the herd of Short- 
horn cattle, 2,000 guineas, which in gold is 
$10,164. 

—A Minnesota cheese maker who was 
employed for some years in Madison Co., 
N. Y., says as good cheese can be made 
where the cows have been fed on prairie 
grass as where fed on tame grass. 

— The French by a simple process, reduce 
coarse fish and fish offal to a fine powdered soil 
fertilizer. The operation consists of boiling, 
pressing out of the oil and water, drying and 
pulverizing. Such s powder contains twelve 
per cent. of nitrogen, and fourteen per cent. 
of bone earth. ‘It is said to be as much of a 
fecundator as Peruvian guano. 

— Take an account of your stock in trade 
for the past year, and ascertain what it has 
paid in. the way of interest and for your ser- 
vices. In doing so, give the farm credit for 
house rent and fire wood, fruit, vegetables, 
meat, and bread, and whatever’ else it has 
furnished for the use of the family. Let it 
have all the credit it is entitled to, and be 
sure to throw in a little for the tresh air and 
good water, the health and quiet, and peace 
of country living, before determining that 
farming does not pay. 

— Hon. N.S. Townshend, for many years 
a successful breeder of Leicester sheep in 
northera Ohio, writes the Rural New Yorker 
that he believes the smaller the flocks in 
which they are kept, the greater will be the 
profits per head. His reasons are that they 
are mutton sheep—the mutton being the 
chief thing, the wool secondary—and that in 
large flocks and large pastures they will 
have to travel farther than in smaller ones, 
this extra travelling causing loss of exertion.

PREVENTING WHITE BUITER IN 
CHURNING. 


By raising the temperature of cream high, 
you get white butter. In summer the tem- 
perature is apt to be thus, especially in dog 
days, and hence there is white, frothy butter, 
and less of it, and it takes longer to bring 
it. So in winter, with hot water, you scald 
your butter as it is called. 

Allin the temperature. This, shen high, 
causes the sugar to ferment and produee 
acid (lactic,) and the acid acting upon the 
salts, liberates the casein of cheese principle, 
which then curdles, and you have your white 
mass of cheese and butter, much of the 
butter remaining in the milk, while the butter 
has an undue quantity of cheese. 

The remedy is, take care of the tempera- 
ture, not only in the churn, but in the milk 
and cream, before they get there. There 
will then, absolutely, be no difflcuity. Fifty- 
five to sixty degrees is the point to aim at 
from the time the milk leaves the cow till the 
butter has come. By keeping you windows 
shut in warm weather and open when cold, 
this temperature is secured. 


KEEPING BUTTER. 

At a recent meeting of the Dairyman’s 
Association in Illinois, President King re- 
marked that he had been a d-aler in butter 
for thirty years, and considered that May, 
June and July produced the best, if properly 
made and put down. ‘Butter containing 
whey, or lime, or milk, will not keep. It 
should be made dry, come hard, and be pro- 
perly cured. Most people salt too high. It 
should be salted to the pelate and it will 
keep. All in excess of this is injurious. The 
milk, cream, and surroundings of the butter 
room, should all be pure, as foul odors are 
certain to impart a disagreeable flavor. Mr. 
King stated that he knew a man to plant 
honeysuckles and roses around the place 
where his butter was made, for the purpose 
of giving it an agreeable flavor. This was a 
pleasant conceit, whatever the influence on 
the dairy may have been.

BEDDING POTATOES. 


A writer in the Griffin Star gives the fol- 
lowing as the result of his experience in bed- 
ding potatoes : 

In bedding my potatoes I remove the 
earth of the size I want my bed, say two 
inches I then get dry fresh manure from my 
stables and cover the bed four inches in 
depth with the soil I first removed. I then 
place potatoes as close as they can be placed 
upon the bed. I then cover the potatoes 
two inches deep with good soil. et the 
bed thoroughly with soap suds if you have 
them ; if not, use water. 

As soon as the sprouts begin to crack the 
ground over the bed throw on more dirt, say 
three inches, and be sure to use such loamy 
soil that will not bake. 

When the sprouts are large enough to 
draw the plant, in lieu of drawing them up, 
as is usuai, take a sharp knife and cut the 
slips off about three inches below the surface 
and you will be surprised to see how soon 
the bed will be covered again with slips. I 
can plant more ground with one bushel bed- 
ded in this way than you can from two bush- 
els bedded in the usual way. 

KEEPING FRUIT IN WINTER. 

‘Bre keeping of apples and other fruit de- 
pends greatly on the temperature. If the 
room is too closely shut, from a fear of freez- 
ing, the fruit may decay in a few weeks; if 
kept cold, and with some circulation of air, 
they will remain sound till spring. The 
truth is, too much is left to guess work, and 
thus while at some times the temperature 
may be up to fifty or sixty, it may, on the 
other hand, run down below freezing on the 
occurrence of a cold = “4 owner or at- 
tendant failing in judgment by sensation.

SELLING BY WEIGHT. 

On a former occasion, we advocated the 

selling by weight of nearly every article of 
farmers’ produce, and we have met with no 
argument sufficiently strong to convince us 
that our views then presented were not cor- 
rect. ‘The fact is, selling by weight is the 
only fair way of dealing, and the wonder is 
that Congress has not long since taken the 
subject in hand and passed a law o »mpelling 
it. Those who have been in the habit cf 
buying potatoes, turnips, apples, or in fact 
any vegetables or fruits, that are sold by 
measure, cannot fail to have noticed how 
frequently a skillful measurer will defraud 
them out of a large portion of their honest 
dues. Were these articles sold by weight, 
such frauds” could not be practiced, unless 
the scales were not properly balanced. A 
ng is a pound, and nothing more nor 
ess, but a peck of potatoes or apples repre- 
rents nothing definite. By the measurement 
of one individual who understands the art ot 
making the fewest apples or potatoes fill the 
measure, the weight will be much smaller 
than the filling of the same measure by one 
less expert or more honest. It can be safely 
asserted that the difference on the average 
will not vary much from twenty-five per cent. 
Now if these articles were sold by weight, 
there could be no such departure from accu- 
racy; snd if farmers were compelled to sell 
as well as buy by weight, they would in the 
end be no loser. This, we believe, they are 
nearly all ready to admit, and would cheer- 
fully comply with the terms of a law making 
it obligatory upon them. The opposition 
would come from the middlemen or huck- 
aters, who, buying at wholesale, dispose of 
their purchases in smaller quantities. 

Hence the sufferers are mainly tbe con- 
sumers, and of these, persons in humble 
means form no inconsiderable part. Justice 
to this class, and in fact, to all classes, de- 
mands that the measure system be abolished, 
and that of weight substituted ; and if some 
of our prominent members of Congress 
would forget for a brief season their desire 
to distinguish themselves in politics, and 
devote some time to the perfecting of a law 
compelling all sales of solids to be made by 
weight, they would entitle themselves to the 
gratitude and respeét of the whole country. 
—Journal of the Farm. 


WILL POTATOES HYBRIDIZE. 


Fearing Burr, author of a work on “ The 
Field and Garden Vegetables of America,” 
answers an inquiry as to whether different 
varieties of potatoes if planted near each 
other will hybridize, as follows : 

I would say that I do not think that varie- 
ties of potatoes will intermix or hybridize 
from being cultivated in the s me hill. For 
instance, should the “ Early Rose” or “ Har- 
rison” be planted in the same hill, I think 
that the product of each would be true to the 
parent tuber. I am aware that ap o ite 
opinion is entertained by afew, but I must 
confess that in a large experience, extendi 
over more than thirty years, during whieh f 
have personally grown most of the promi- 
nent foreign as well as American sorts, I 
have never detected any indications of in- 
termixture. ‘Planted in drills, often with 
nothing but a stake to mark the division be- 
tween the various kinds, I have always 
found the tubers true. I would not say t 
thing is impossible, but Ido say, that no 
variety has ever come under my observation 
that was claimed as b.ing thus originated. 
If any such exists I would be pleased to 
see and test it. 

The hybridizing of a flower in my opinion 
would no more affect the tubers or general 
characfér of the parent plant, than would 
the same process change the nature of a 
grape vine thus treated. Because a few 
blossoms of a Catawba vine should be ferti- 
lized by the pollen from an “ Allen’s Hy- 
brid,” no one would certainly expect to find, 
as a consequence, the vine to produce other 
than Catawba grapes and the same is true 
of the potato. The intermixture affects only 
the seeds, and through these I think I may 
say, only are the new sorts obtained. 


WHITEWASHING TREES. 


Don’t whitewash the bark upon the bodies : 
of fruit and ornamental trees. We are at a 
loss to know for what purpose some persons 
thus coat the bark of fruit and shade trees 
about their premises w th lime unless it is to 
make them look nice. It certainly does 
them more harm than good, as it serves to 
obstruct the respiratory o and in a 
measure prevents a thrifty growth. Should 
the bark me diseased and rough,’ or cov- 
ered with moss, scrape it thoro fly with a 
hoe or scraper of some suitable description ; 
after which wash thoroughly with a strong 
i of soap and water. af this is done 

roperly every season, it will prove a great 
benefit, by destroying the insects which prey 
upon the bark, antl o' ise promoting a 
healthy condition thereof, and increasing the 
vigor and vitality of the tree.— Farm Journal,

Foor AND MOUTH DISEASE. 
BY DR. E. F. THAYER. 
Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 
Since your last issue of the Ploughman, 
I learn that the foot and mouth disease pre- 


| vails to a considerable extent in this imme- 


diate vicinity. I have seen twelve out of 
twenty ina herd affected with toe disease. 
The origin evidently was a steer purchased 
at Brighton. The symptoms were inability 
to masticate food, although a good appetite 
was apparent; in several the animals ap- 
peared to suffer pain when walking, yet in 
but two was there any discharge from the 
feet, and one of those was the steer above 
mentioned. His hoofs are partially sepurated, 
emiting an offensive discharge. The physi- 
eal symptoms were not of a character to 
excite alarm and from the description given 
by European writers, it is not generally fatal. 
A great loss is sustained, however, by the 
suspension of the milk, and the decrease of 
flesh during the continuance of the disease 
and during convalescence. 

The old adage that “ an ounce of prevent- 
ive is worth a pound of cure” is true in 
this case, for all a stock owner has to do to 
keep clear of it, is to isolate his cattle, not 
only from all other eattle, but from all per- 
sons who are v siting diseased herds. 

The treatment of the disease is somewhat 
simple, a weak solutian of alum to gargle 
the mouth, also a solution of the Sulphate 
of Copper, (blue vatrol) to dress the sore 
feet, and if offensive to the smell, alternate 
it with carbolic acid. When costiveness is 
present, give small doses of Epsom Salts 
to keep the bowels open. 

It is evident from the history of the 
disease, as far as we have been able to in- 
vestigate it, that it is ine of a serious char- 
acter, yet nothing to be compared to Pleuro- 
pneumonia as to its fatality,—the length of 
time required for recovery, and the condition 
of the animal after recovery, for when an 
animal does recover from an attack of the 
foot and mouth, it as fully recovers; whereas 
in Pleuro-pneumonia it never does, for a 
lung once diseased is forever lost for respi- 
ratory action. 

We would reiterate what we have before 
said to stock owners, isolate your cattle ; 
keep them from everything that can contam- 
inate them.and you will be free from the 
disease in question. 





PLOUGHING. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

I should like to see more said in the 
Ploughman, and other agricultural papers, 
about ploughing. It certainly requires much 
skill and a clear understanding of what one 
wishes to accomplish, by turning over the 
land, and should be performed with refer- 
ence always to the end wished for. The 
time occupied in accomplishing the specified 
work should be made as short as is consist- 
ent with having the work done in such a 
manner that we may see our end thoroughly 
attained. 

With a boy, two horses and a swivel plough, 
I ploughed one and three-fourths acres of 
land, where my root crop had been, in five 
and one-fourth hoars, taking a ten inch slice, 
which includes ploughing the headlands. We 
call this good work, and should ove glad to 
see the subject of ploughing more treely dir- 
cussed in the Ploughman. The land ploughed 
is to be sown in spring to grass. 

My crop of carrots on land very scantily 
manured the previous year, but fairly ma- 
nured this year was four hundred and ninety 
one bushels on three-fifths of an acre, or at 
the rate of twenty-two anda half tons per 
acre. 

Now is the time of year to hear the result 
of the crops, and the only way that we can 
tell whether we are behind or in advance of 
others is by telling one another our own ex- 
perience and profiting thereby through agri- 
cultural papers. 

My mangolds yielded a small crop owing 
to the drought, I suppose, being only six 
hundred and four bushels to the acre, or 
eighteen tons and two hundred and forty 
pounds. 

I hope to experiment in laying down pas- 
ture, and also in ploughing under clover 
crops next year. F. H. A. 


SAVING LIQUID MANURE. 


At e meeting of the Franklin Farmers’ 
Club it was stated that the solid matter in 
the urine of a cow for one year would weigh 
nine hundred pounds, and was richer in ele- 
ments yielding ammonia equal in phos- 
oo . Geaman s uable 
guano for pound. In order to save 
this, farmers oun’ ante the necessity of 
using some material to absorb the liquid. 
What that material should be was an in port- 
ant question; and all must be governed more 
or less by surrounding circumstances. If 
sand is used, end free from water, every cord 
will weigh seven tons; half sand half clay, 
free from water, will weigh six tons; pure 
clay, four and three-fourths tons; garden 
mould, rich in vegetable matter, four tons ; 
peat or muck, two tons. 

It should be borne in mind that these 
i are after the material has been heat- 
ed so as to drive off the water, and is free 
from moisture, when one cord of each will 
hold or take up if fully saturated with water 
—pure sand, one and one-half tons, half 
sand half clay, two and one-fourths ; peat 
or muck, three tons. 

These statements are from a source be- 
lieved to be reliable, and should be well 
studied by every farmer who would use them

The first of a series of scientific lectures under 
the auspices of the American Institute, was de- 
livered last evening at the Academy of Music 
by George B. Loring, M. D., of Salem, Mass., on 
the “ Struggles of Science.” Among those on the 

latform were Peter Cooper, Prof. Tillman, 
Prof. Whitney, President Burnard, and Gen 
Cochrane. N. W. Ely presi°ed, and briefly in- 
troduced the lecturer, who said : 


DR. LORING’S ADDRESS. 


Lapies AND GENTLEMEN: It would not be 
easy to find a more appropriate spot than this 
for the inauguration of a course of Scientific 
Lectures, intended, { doubt not, for the practical 
benefit of mankind. Weare here upon the com- 
mon ground of all nationalities, of all interests, 
of al! religions, of all industries, of all specula- 
tions, of all experiments. New York, the great 
commercial emporium of America, is also the 
centre around which has gathered the test 
diversity of society with all its wants and neces- 
sities, and tastes, and SS in 
the common pu of we every social) 
and individual fecult , and of working out the 
problem of active, busy, vigorous, almost 
desperate life. While every other locality brings 
forth its specific fruit, and sends out its represen- 
tatives marked with characteristics easily recog- 
nized everywhere, and under all circumstances, 
New York seems to absorb everything and send 
forth everything, attaching all her family to her- 
self by that mysterious influence which power 
and greatness always exert, and developing fac- 
ulties adapted to every locality—a Parisian fer 
Paris, an Englishman for London, Bostonian 
for Boston, a Puritan for Plymouth; and always 
a New Yorker still. Twenty cities, twenty na 
tionalities, twenty civil organizations, as it were, 
all in one—can you tell me the theory which is 
not explored, the thought which is not investi- 
gated, the science which is not applied to vitalize 
and develop this wonderfal tion of human 
forces? From the time when Henry Haison, 
fleeing from the ice of the polar seas, ran down 
to the great mouth of the Chesapeake Bay, and, 
looking in, passed up to the highlands of Never- 
sink, and at last cast anchor off Sandy Hook— 
now two bundred and sixty-one years—what 
various and intricate powers have been employed 
in developing this social and civil organization. 
For her commerce, astronomy has mapp2d out 
the heavens, aud — out the pathways of the 
sea, realizing the hopes of Galileo as he pointed 
his telescope for the first time to the satellites of 
Jupiter, and establishing as fixed laws, those 
‘astronomical notions ” which enabled Columbus 
to grope his way to the new world ; and furnish- 
ing a guide to longitudes ard dist which the 
most accurate and ingenious chronometer has, as 
yet, been unable to displace. For her trade all 
natural resources have been explored, and for 
her, withiu the last half century, in the languag< 
of Bayard Taylor, geography has determined ai) 
the principal features of our Own vast interior 
regions; “ the great fields of Central Asia have 
been traversed in various directions, from Bok 
hara and the Oxus to the Chinese wail; the halt 
known river systems of South America have beer 
explored and surveyed ; the icy continent arounu 
the Southern Pole has been discovered; the 
Northwest passage, the ignis-fatuus of nearly 
centuries, is at last found; the Dead Sea is 
stripped of its fabulous terrors; the course of the 
Niger is no longer a myth, and the sublime secret 

f the Nile is almost wrested from his keeping; 
the Mountains of the Moon, sought for through 
2,000 years, have been beheld by @ Caucasian 
eye, an English steamer has ascended the Chadda 
to the frontier of the great kingdom of Bornou ; 
Eyre. Leichhardt, and Star: have penetrated the 
wilderness of Australia; the Russians have ex 
plored the frozen shores of Northern sSiber a, 
and descended from Irkutsk to the mouth of the 
Amoor; the antiquated walls of Chinese preja- 
dice have been cracked, and are fast tumbling 
down ; and the canvas screens which surrounded 
Japan have been cut by the sharp edge of Amer 
ican euterprise.” Profound and accurate re- 
searches by mineralogists and geologiste—Sili 
man and Hitchcock, and Dana, and Newberry, 
and Sterry Hunt—bave pointed out to her, 
where, inthe midst of the mysterious fields of 
creation, lie the most valuable mineral aud agri 
cultural resources. Conceive, if you can, more- 
over, what modern chemistry has done for the 
smelting of ores, the pre’ tion of chemicals, 
and mordents for dyeing; the development of the 
power of electricity and magnetism, the combi- 
nation of metals most useful to the electrical en- 
gineer ; the fixing of methods vy which carbonic 
acid can be removed from crowded rooms; the 
exploration into the soluble and insoluble salts oi 
soils and fertilizers, into life giving and noxious 
zases; the preparation of medicinal and nutri- 
tious compounds in order to promote the health 
and comfort and luxury and intelligence and re- 
finement of this city. Contemplate the elegant 
and substantial structures which challenge your 
admiration on every hand; traverse the streets 
and bri iges, and the great iror highweys, alon, 
which flows the tide of life incessantly back ao 
forth, the systole and diastole, from your heart 
to the remotest regions where your toterests lie, 
and you may learn what architecture and civil 
engineering are doing for your grandeur and 
prosperity. In industrial mechanics and physics, 
there is constant effort and progress. In the 
work of sanitary regulations, to ward off disease, 
and in the therapeutics of common sense to cure 
it, the science of medicine has been brought to 
the highest standard ; and the achievements of 
surgery, in removing deformity and restoring the 
bruised and broken frame, rise almost into the 
regions of the miraculous. The earth trembles, 
and the waters are vexed, with the application 
of all those forces which scie has pr ted 
for the perfection of man’s dominion and power 
over the material world. The victory of Fulton 
and Fitch and Watt and Arkwright and Stephen- 
son is complete. And should science advance 
into that great region of thought and speculation, 
where faith is to be confirmed anu unerri 
dogmas of pubiic economy are to be proclaimed, 
Lam sure the last step would then have been 
taken towards making this great and diverse 
municipality as perfect in its religion and politics 
as it now is in ail the practical affairs of active 
and vigorous life. 


The Scientific Period. 


But not here alone is this work going on. 
Everywhere in cultivated and civilized society 
may found an intense and serious effort to 
infuse the accuracy of scientific investigation 
into all practical affairs, and into the broad foun- 
jations of the Church and State. Turn your eyes 
in any direction, and you will find the most pow- 
erful human intellect en, in 
scientific period has arrived. The profound and 
masterly minds of the age, Humboldt just now 
gone, Agassiz, resting for an hour only, as we 
trust, to return with renewed vigor to his impe- 
rial career in the realms of science, and their 
great investigating fraternity on both continents, 
have placed science at last in the divine regions 
of human genius, once occupied by the poets, 
and historians, and orators, and philosophers, 
who so long enjoyed undisputed sway as masters 
of human thought. The prediction made by Dr. 
Young in the latter part of the last century—a 
prediction then, and a familiar reality now—has 
been more tnan fuifilled. Remembering, as he did 
that ‘ the last 200 years have done much more fur 
the promotion of knowl than the 2,000 years 
which preceded them,” he says: “ We have, 
therefore, the satisfaction of viewing the know!l- 
edge of nature not only in a state of advance 
ment, but even advancing with increasiny rapid- 
ity; and the universal diffusion of a taste for 
science —— to promise that, as the number 
of ite cultivators increase, new facts will be con- 
tinually aiscovered, ant those whieh are already 
known will be better understood and more bene- 
ficially applied.” And he adds a word, which I 
quote here for the encouragement of the Ameri- 
can Institute in that career of usefulness which 
has thus far grown with its growth and strengtb- 
ened with its strength, and which may not peuse 
until ite — influence is felt throughout the 
enthyp domain of practical science: “ The Roya! 
Institution,” he says, ‘* with other socicties of 
similar nature, will have the merit of assisting in 
the dissemination of knowledge and in the culti- 
vation of a taste for its pursuit; and the advan- 
tages arising from the general introduction of 
philosophical studies, and from the adoption of 
the practical improvements depending on them, 
will amply repay the labors of those wio have 
been active in the establishment and support of 

so truly laudable.” Not, however, in 
the two centuries preceding this declaration, nor 
in the half century preceding, but in the short 
and eventful period which has followed, have the 
achievements been made. The brilliant 
career of Buffon had just closed; but Laplace, 
and Cuvier, and Davy, still lived, and made

he promises which its enthusiasm can make, we 
not and should not forget the severe and des- 
perate struggles it has been obliged to make in ite 
upward progress. The crue: agony ani torture 
which have visited the religious reformer; the 
poverty, and contempt, and despair which have 
made death welcome to so many of the sons of 
nius, whose immortality is now man’s great 
cheritance ; the hard and unequa! warfa:. main- 
tained by those who have fought for human free- 
dom and equality and right are familiar ‘o us all. 
But not one such trial alone, but all and more 
have fallen upon and harassed and persecuted 
those who have endeavored by scieniific search 
to ameliorate /je cundition of mankint, and to 
“look throug nature up to nature's Viod.” It 
is indeed difficult for us to realize, that aginst 
the theory, that the earth is a terraqueonus sphere, 
the whole power of the Christiag Chutch ch ould 
have armed itself—as late as the sixth cen?nry — 
and that nothing but the fact of cireump avicm 
tion, centuries later, dispersed the eccieyastica 
forces. We tarn with shame from the wnom-sy 
heaped upon Copernicus while living, end the 
insults to his ashes when dead; from the. mpris- 
onment, and torture, and flery death, of Brano 
because they proclaimed the great svientific fu 
that the earth an | planets revolve about the sun. 
Our hearts are moved with indignation and 
sorrow as we behold Galil-o, driven from the 
pale of Christianity, de ounced, tormented, 
torced in his old age t» “‘adjure, curse, and de- 
test the error and heresy of the movement of the 
earth "—because he had worn out his grea’ lie 
in studying the glories of the heavy ns whieh 
God has made, and had taught the world 
that in obedience to the divine harmony, 
which set the constellations in their places, 
the earth did move, with its starry companions, 
around a common center. We can hardly 
believe that the firet great anatomist was 
exiled by the lovers of *‘ sound learning,” in one 
of tte most enlightened and pious courts of 
Europe ; and we hasten to forget thut in our own 
day, in the name of religion, the best geologis's, 
men of exemplary lives and an abiding faith, 
have been denounced as inf dels and atheiste, for 
having opened that volume on whose stony pages 
are written the succeeding chapters of creation 
and the great laws of an al)-wise Creator. 


The Fallacies of Philosophy.

phers assumed that the objec’ of all learning was 
to elevate man above this sublunary sphere, and 
to fill his mind with a lofty indifference Lo all his 
wants, and necessities, and comforis. “ Philos 
ophy,” said Seneca, in reply to Posidonious, who 
inadvertently complimented science for having 
discovered the principles of the arch and the 
proper use of metals in the arte,—'' Philosophy 
teaches us to be independent of al! materia! sub 
stances, of all mechanical contrivances. The 
wise man lives according to nature. Instead of 
attempting to add to the physical comforts of hie 
species, he regrets that he was not cast t

envy of sovereigns; to rant abont liberty, whie 
awning on the insolent and pampered tree ‘men 
f atyrant; to celebrate the divine beauty of 
virtue with the game pen which had just efore 
written a defense of the murder of a mother —y 
her son.” But ft was thie style of thou, bt and 
peculation which occupied the attention of the 
world for more than 2,000 years. Sucrawe 
Aristotle, Piato, Seneca, Cicero, «il lived in es 
atmosphere of inteilectual superiority, wh ol 
enabled them to transmit to the student all the 
sublimity of thought of which flaite man is capa- 
ble, all the moral elevation which the buman 
heart ean reach, all the religious confidence and 
trust which man can attain unaided by the light 
of revelation. Itis not surprising that thronch 
so many ages they should have excmised 
supreme sovereignty in the kingdom of thought, 
and that great minds ssould have follow d them 
and little minds have been obedient to therm. 
Nor, perhaps is this a misrortune. For it were 
not easy to tell the intellectual effort whici they 
have inspired, nor to count the scholars they 
have created, nor to value too highly the assur- 
ance whioh | have given to mankind that the 
monuments of genius shall not dec«y, even 
though material grandeur shall perish and be 
buried beneath aceumulating dust. We are 
willing to walk band ig hand with them through 
those long ages, in the darkness of which their 
lights were not extinguished, and in the rad tance 
ot which it was their scholarship which prevail- 
ed. But we can imagine how oar obligations to 
them would have been increased, hud they aud 
their followers substituted for wearying dieputa- 
tions, an encouraging word for natural philusopy 
as the foundation of usetul discoveries, and nt 
as @ subject for fresh controversy, and mere 
mental exercise. Nature and tue generations of 
men can afford,I have no doubt, to wait for 
light; but still the hours are weary, and I know 
no story in all the history of man’s intellectual 
endeavor sadder than that of the one great 
scientist of the middle ages, who, blinded by the 
lustre of scholasticism, and bound hand ard toot 
by the rigors of ecclesiasticism, struggled in vain to 
emancipate practical scier.ce, and left be bind Lim 
his own bints as a guide, and his own fuilure as @ 
warning to his great namesake, who, coming 
after him, fell on more fortanate times. We are 
told that when Roger Bacon, in 1254, studied 
mathematics, physics, and astronomy, ani im

after his death. He conceived the diecovery of 
the telescope, and knew the composition of gun 
powder, but was not permitted to witness the 
glorious revelations of the one, nor the irresist- 
able force of the other. With his mind filled 
with visions of tcientific grandeur, be coul! get 
but little further than to declare that the canses 
of the intellectual torpor and ignorance of the 
era in which he lived, were—too mach blind con- 
fidence in authority ; too much respect for cns- 
tom, too much regar) for popular prejudice, and 
too much concerted selfishness, which induces 
one to regard as dangerous and puerile whatever 
he does not know. at he “ claimed for humin 
reason the right to exercise a severe contro! Over 
al the doctrines submitted to its approbn'in; he 
insists upon the dignitv and the Naportanc 
the sciences, none of which arejto be proscribed, 
and all of which are to be cultivated; ard he es 
tablishes experience rather than reasoniag ss the 
proper method of research.” And #9 this great 
man surrendered, leaving behind him only bis 
appeal for intellectual pr #8, and pres aring the 
way tor a more defiantand revolu jon. y age of 
great discoverivs, and popular asscriion, and 
religious reform, and emancipated science.

The Fruits of Inductive Reasoning. 


I have said that Lord Bacon endeavored to 
found his theory of philosophy on common 
sense; I think he established the process by 
which he could reach the highest philosophical 
truth, upon the principles of common honesty. 
He proposed no new method of reasoning. The 
danger and weakness of syllogism were discov- 
ered long before he was born ; the value of induc- 
tion had been recognized by scholastic and 
scientist for centuries. But Bacon realized that 
a proeess of induction which failed to recognize 
all existing and possible facts, whether by acci 
dent or design, is as fatal to treth and sound 
philosophy as a syllogism which, unmindfal of 
the fallacy of accidents, proves that we eat raw 
meat: “* We buy raw meat in the market; what 
we buy in the market we cat; therefore we cut 
raw meat."” He know well that the inventor and 
discoverer who would arrive at any conclasion 
valuable to h mself and mankind, or the scien- 
tific explorer who would open new paths to use- 
ful knowledge, could not afford to shut his eyes 
to any facts or phenomena connected with the 
work upon which he was engaged. He felt that 
the recognition of error and failure is as impor- 
tant in all investigation as the recognition of 
truth. He turned the process of induction, 
therefore, from the scholastic business of making 
a good syllogism, perhaps of no value whatever, 
to the philusophical business of making a great 
discovery, or arriv ng at a great truth, invaluabe 
to millions of the suas of men toiling to clevate 
themselves into the highest regivns of civiliza 
tion, with al! their mortal necessities and their 
immortal aspirations. He was as impatient of 
fallacy as be was of an accumulation of facts 
from which no principles could be deduced. And 
so he threw aside the books of the ancient school- 
men because they taught nothing for the discov- 
ery of useful truth; and he burnt the books of 
the ancient farmers because they laid down no 
laws, and could tuerefure f no use to any 
man. How he would have rejoiced in Franklin, 
who caught, and Morse, who used the lightning; 
in Brancas, who discovered the power of steam, 
and Watt and Fulton. who applied it; in James 
Smith of Deanston, who invented tile drainage, 
and in Jobo Juhnston ot New York, who has 
employed it in a successful warfare agsinst 
drouth and flood and the Wheat midge ; in Count 
Rumford, who, having made a profound study 
of the theory of heat, set himseii at work inveni- 
ing tire-places and grates and ovens and cooking 
ranges, and founded a proiessorship of the appli 
cation of science to the art of living; of Agassiz, 
who, having studied botany with Martius, and 
the embryonic development of animals with Dol- 
linger, and the principles of classification with 
Oken, and zoology with Cavier; joiued bands 
with the farmers of Massachusetis in their inves- 
tigations of soils and crops aod animals, and 
taught the Fish Commissioners of Massachusetts | 
how to stock the lakes and rivers of that indus- | 
trious and enterprising Commonwealth.

Secial Science in America. 
And now I turn fora ent with the d 
interest and the most profound respect to that 
struggle which science is making to enter the 
gre«t domain of soci | and civil economy, and to 
establish fixed laws by which society and the 
State may be guided aud elevated. Met, as she 
is, on the very boundary of this domain by every 
variety of human taste and necessity, by a great 
diversity of social and civil organization, by all 
the various opportunities ana obligations which 
attend the divisions, the mountains 
and plains, and seacoasts and islands, by a 
thousand industries new and old, and by all the 
established systems of so.iety and State, every 
ove of which virtue irradiates and vice deforms, 
her task becomes at once difficult, her tempt:- 
tions great, her dangers imminent. {f there is 
any fieid in which she is to exercise the soberest 
judgment, itis here. If there is any investiga- 
tion in which facts are to be collected, arranged 
and weighed, it is where the prosperity and hap- 
piness, and elevation of the human race are con- 
cerned. The soundest political yr is 
he who, gathering together all those causes of 
prosperity, general, diffused. and attended by 
popular virtue, which history provides, acccepts 
the lesson which they teach, and promulgates 
the laws which they indicate; not he who starts 
with his theories and lends to them his facts. 
[hat virtae and morality attend general prosper- 
ity, no one can deny; that vice waits upon 
poverty and idleness is too true and too sad; 
and recorded facts may teach us what has devel- 
oped the one and in consequence suppressed the 
other. If the record of executive power here or 
e.sewhere points to encroaching dictation ; if the 
history of legislative action is nothing more than 
the annals of corruption; if the chapter of civil 
service is black with incompetency and dis- 
honesty, it is indeed time that political science 
should orgenize a State more worthy of a free 
and enlightened people. If under any system 
the capital of our country has been scattered 
and the labor of our country has been beggared 
and oppressed, let political science proclaim its 
reform atonce. But let us at any rate look at 
things as they are. For one I accept American 
facts as the foundation of American theories of 
public policy. A century of American nation- 
ality has its useful and encouraging lesson, of 
which we all may be proud, and from which we 
cannot turnin hopes of being taught a better. 
We have arrived at a system of government in 
which human equality is recognized, and in 
which industry, intelligence ard morality are 
considered the attributes of good citizenship. 
We bave reached a degree of prosperity, and 
wealth, and social comfort, and elasticity, and 
vigor, in which all may share, unknown in all 
its characteristics elsewhere on the face of the 
earth. Making this a standard of political science, 
I am ready to accept it, both as a guide for the 
future and asthe law of American nationality 
laid down by the fathers, who believed in Amer- 
can citizenship as an opportunity ‘or human 
development, and in American industry as the 
vit | force of our own country, and an example 
tor others to follow, and in no way to be guided 
ind controlled by inferior, and, as we think, less 
humane systems. We have learned much oy 
our oWo experience as a pation—more than by 
the experience of others. Let this, then, be the 
fuandation of A:merican political science. 
lo that scientitic thought, which never tires in 

its explorations, and which may find its prob 
lems In every sphere in life, we sabmit our 
naterial welfare, relying upon the wisdom and 
integrity which now lie at the foundation of all 
success. And wherever the fraternity 
f phieosophers inspired by this thought may 
turn their visions, whether tothe heavens above, 
or the earth beneath, or the waters under the 
arth, to our firesides or our pubic councils, 
there may they learn those laws of nature and 
if society, a knowledve of which moy ennoble 
oni purify the work committed by the Father tu 
ulidren here beow.

Tn the material world which lies ali around us, 
in the earth on which we tread, and from which 
we draw our very existence, are constantly 
recurring phenomena which have thus far 
seemed to defy all human ingenuity to compre- 
hend or control. But one by one they are 
exvlored, until what before was dark seems jilu- 
mined by a radiance almost divine. To allof us 
fur instance, has been brought home the sad and 
sudden and distressing calamity ; “ the pestilence 
which walketh in darkness, and the destruction 
which wasteth at noonday.” Stricken homes 
and wasted fields are too familiar to all men. 
And man seems to have been powerless, thus far, 
in anticipating or preventiny the ravages of con- 
tagious diseases, and epidemics, or in destroying 
the swarms of destructive insects, which invade 
his crops. And sow Mr. Huxiey steps forward 
and declares: * It is at present a wel! established 
fact that certain diseases, both of plants and of 
animals, which have ali the characters of conta- 
gious and infectious epidemics, are caused by 
minute organisms. The smut of wheat is a weil 
known instance of such a disease, and it cannot 
be doubted that the grape disease and the potaty 
disease fall under the same category. Among 
animals, insects are wonderfully liable to the 
ravages of contagious and infectious diseases 
caused by microscopic fungi.” Now, rejecting 
entirely the idea that Mr. Huxley could even 
** expect to be a witness of the evolution of living 
protoplasm from the not living matter,” and 
accepting the theory that thy n of pestiferous 
Paiticies even “is to be accounted for by the 
ordinary process of the generation of like from 
like,” may we not believe with him that the 
Dature and cause of many a scourge will be one 
day as thoroughly understood, “as is now the 
microscopic organism of Pebrine, and that the 
long suffered massacre of our innocents will 
come to an end ?” 

li is, indeed, a consolation to us to know that 
microscopic investigat on has revealed the fact 
that many con!agious diseases, which have been 
more destructive than war and famine, “ are 
dependent for their existence and their propaga- 
tion upon extremely smaili, living, solid parti- 
cles, which, if they are parasites, may be 
Stamped out by destroying their germs.” The 
destraction of these germs for the prevention of 
contagious diseases among men and domestic 
animais, and the ———— of parasitic germs 
for the destraction of insects injurious to vegeta- 
tion, present to the practical scientist vast oppor- 
tunities for usefal exploration, and for actual 
service to mankind, which would be forever held 
in grateful remembrance. It isin such service 
as this thet science has achieved one of her most 
brilliant modern victories—for an account of 
which we are indebted to Mr. Huxley in his 
fascinating essay on the “Origin of Life.”

Dr. Loring on Science.—The in- 
auguration of the course of Scientific Lec- 
tures before the American Institute of New 
York, took place with the delivery of a fine 
discourse form Dr. George B. Loring, who 
proceeded to discuss the progress and devel- 
opment of scientific discoveries, and of the 
spread of scientifie studies, since Roger 
Bacon announced the dawn of the new light, 
and his namesake Francis Bacon finally em- 
ancipated science from the servitude of the 
schools. He showed with great distinctness 
how the reign of words and terms, abstract- 
ly weighed, has yielded to the pressure of 
facts, whose accumulations have, in capable 
hands, been constructed into a temple where- 
in all minds are free to work and worship- 
The central idea of Dr. Loring’s discourse 
was that the world owes all its practical pro- 
gress to the finding out of practical truths, 
and their active employment for tne earnest 
needs of man. It wasa truly eloquent pro- 
duction, displaying a large range of studious 
reading, and an original turn of thought for 
which he had before this established a high 
reputation, 


Will Engiand Fight.—The British 
Vice-Consul at Rouen protested in the most 
indignant terms against the outrage commit- 
ed by Prussian troops upon six English 
vessels lying at anchor in the Seine, and the 
inflammation of the public mind on the sub- 
ject is such that it will utterly refuse to tol- 
erate any Government for the throne that 
fails promptly to exact ample apology for the 
gross insult and reparation for the injury. If 
Prussia shows the least laxity or indiffer- 
ence in this matter, there can be no question 
that France will speedily have an active ally, 
and British guns will be thundering ven- 
gance at German troops. 














Powder at HMarvard.—The recent 
attempt of a few wild students at Harvard 
University to blow up a building containing 
numbers of sleeping companions, by firing 
akeg of gunpowder in the cellar, is an act 
so atrociously wicked that its denunciation 
by the press has been no more severe than it 
deserved. Such an act is a crime, and, out- 
side the College would be punished with in- 
carceration in State Prison. There is no- 
thing to palliate its criminality in a body of 
College students. They certainly are old 
enough to comprehend the fearfulness of the 
consequences of such ac eed, and therefore 
they deserve to be met with the whole of its 
deserved punishment. No fe.low student 
should be bound to sereen the authors of 
such a crime. 


Passion for Stealing.—Never be- 
fore, at the shopping season of the Holidays, 
have so many persons been caught by our 
dealers in the act of shoplifting. It astounds 
one to be told of the frequency of these 
thefts, particularly by women, and of the 
large sums that are lost by their predatory 
excursions. There is great danger of laying 
hold of innocent persons in making arrests, 
and still the shopkeepers appear to be deter- 
mined to make examples of the guilty parties. 
This is the only shadow that socially rests on 
the Holiday Season. 


CONGRESS. 


According to a previous resolution, Con- 
gress udjourned over from the 23d to Jan. 4th. 
Judging from the reported proceedings, little 
or no business has been done, and one-third 
of the session has already passed. In the 
Senate, the session closed with a stormy and 
personal debate on the San Domingo resolu- 
tion, which was earnestly opposed by Senator 
Sumner, who fought the resolution most 
courageously. For somo time past it has 
been known that a difference of opinion has 
existed between Gen. Sumner and the Presi- 
dent on the San Domingo Treaty and other 
matters, which has led to a very unpleasant 
feeling between them, and in his debate on 
the pet project of the President, the Senator 
is understood to have arraigned the Presi- 
dent’s conduct of the matter, and brought 
down upon his head the opposition of all 
his party friends. The treaty having failed 
of ratification by the Senate, a resolution 
was introduced providing for a commission to 
be appointed by the President to investigate 
all matters in the island bearing upon the 
question of annexation. Mr. Sumner took 
the ground that the resolution committed 
Congress in advance to the policy of annex- 
ation. The resolution was passed by a very 
large majority. It will be brought up in the 
House at an early day. 
In the House little was done in the last 
days of the session except to debate Mr. 
Butler’s amnesty resolution, which was 
finally postponed till after the holidays.

the raising the siege. The battles that have 
taken place before the walls have doubtless 
been attended with the advantage of giving 
experienee and confidence to the raw troops 
of the city, and in time the repeated blows 
may have a telling effect on the besiegers. 
If there is a weak point it wiil be discovered 
before long, if the city does nut sooner suc- 
cumb to its most dangerous enemy, starva- 
tion. 

From the Pruesian headquarters, and the 
journals at home, we have all sorts of rumors 
about the bombardment of the city, which is 
now demanded by the people. It is to be 
understood that when the talk is of bombard- 
ing the city, it means the forts by which it is 
surrounded and defended ; these are of the 
strongest character, well armed, and two or 
three of them have got to be reduced before 
the Prussians can get within shelling distance 
of the walls of the city. Before these could 
be taken hy the ordinary methods, the city 
in all probability would be compelled to sur- 
render by starvation. The absurdity of any 
fear of the immediate bombardment of the 
city is shown by the facts and figures, that 
the city is ejght miles in diameter, and is 
surrounded by a well-fortified and defended 
wall. Outside, at distances of from two to 
five miles from those walls, are thirty or more 
strong forts guarding every point. The Prus 
sian lines, again, are at varying distances of 
from three to seven miles from these forts ; so 
that no Prussian battery can at present be 
placed nearer than from five to seven miles of 
the wall of the city. For the present, the 
city proper of Paris is in no more danger of 
bombardment than the city of Boston. 

The operations outside have of late been 
bat a series of skirmishes. The season has 
been very cold and unfavorable, and the Prus- 
sians content themselves with keeping the 
French armies at a respectful distance from 
Paris, the relief of which is or was the great 
aim of the armies recently formed. For the 
present this result scems entirely hope!css, as 
they are now further than they were a month 
ago from the city, and seem to be retreating 
southward before the Prussians. The system 
adopted by the French generals is one of cau- 
tion; avoiding heavy battles, watching their 
opportunities to harass the invader, retreat 
ing before an advance of the enemy, and fol- 
lowing up their every backward movement. 
They hope thus to prolong the war, to give 
the country time to develope and recruit its 
strength, and to weary out the German peo 
ple by a slow and apparently profitless cam- 
ign. The recent operations along the line 
of the river Loire, towards Tours, seem to be 
of this character, occasionally portions of 
the armies being engaged with indecisive 
results, but the French steadily gaining ex- 
perience, confidence and strength, and the 
invaders being harassed at all possible points. 
The star of Gen. Paladines appears to have 
gone below the horizon after his failure to 
raise the siege of Paris, and the generals 
most spoken of in the more recent events are 
Chauzy and Bourbaki. 
A Prussian army still seems operating in 
the country to the north of Paris, under Gen. 
Mantevffel, who is heard of as now threaten- 
ing Amiens, then Harve, and next Lille. 
Tho French, however, are not strong on that 
side, and it is probable that the object of this 
peripatetic force is to keep them from con- 
centrating and doing mischief ncarer to Paris. 
The capture of all the cities in the north of 
France would be of no great military advan- 
tage to the Prussians in its bearings on the 
great central object they now have in view. 
The war has now raged five months, and 
although the German successes have far sur- 
passed all their expectations, the nation was 
raised by them to the highest pitch of confi- 
dence in an early restoration of peace. By 
all ordinary rules of judgment, Sedan should 
have been the finishing stroke to France, and 
it was universally expected to be followed by 
a speedy termination of the war. Both 
nations are now in for a war of uncertain 
duration, and, doubtless, there is much dis- 
appointment and discontent in the German 
nation, in view of the most unexampled 
sacrifices made by them in supporting and 
replenishing tho strength of the armies in the 
field. There is apparently no lack of deter- 
mination to carry it on to the bitter end, 
and the French show an equal resolution on 
their part. No terms of peace will be listened 
to at present which involve the sacrifice of an 
inch of territory, and Germany does not abate 
a single point of herdemands. The expected 
fall of Paris will naturally put a new face on 
the situation ; and when that is accomplished, 
we shall probably see another attempt to end 
the war. Diplomacy is at present apparently 
silent. One great trouble of the King of 
Prussia eoems to be, that he can find nv gov- 
ernment to treat with, and the telegrams oc- 
casionally allude to the various projects of 
supplying one for the purpose of coming to a 
settlement. The Luxembourg question is 
in statu quo, and the action of Prussia and 
the other powers does not appear to be yet 
devided on. 





A Shocking Disaster.—The destruc- 
tion of the Spottswood Hotel, in Richmond, 
with the loss of certainly eight human lives, 
sends a thrill of horror through the cemmu- 
nity.
